Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  ..  . 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report,  .the  re -shaping  of  Local 
Government  has  drawn  closer  and  some  of  its  details  are  beginning 
to  emerge.  It  appears  that  the  end  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  in  sight  and  that  Environmental  Health  will  be  the  purview 
entirely  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  as  it  is,  to  a great  extent, 
at  present.  It  appears  ..that ..advice.  ..on.  medical  aspects  ofAEtStoetl 
Authority  work  may  be  available  from  the  Community  Physician  (and 
his  staff  ?)  based  on  the  District  Hospital,  1 A new  learned  Faculty 
of  Community  Medicine  is  being  set  up  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians,  and  the  Community  Physician  will,,  no  doubt  have  to 
become  a member,

No  dramatic  changes  took  place  in  the  Health  or  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  during  the  year  but,  as  usual, progress 
towards  a really  efficient  Environmental  Health  Service 'was 
maintained.  Improvements  in  the  Collection  of  Refuse  have  been 
most  marked  and  general,  whilst  the  Sewage  works  cannot  have  passed 
unnoticed  either  by  the  public  or  the  Finance  Committee  - for  those 
things  are  undeniably  expensive  and-  the  resources  of  a small  Rural 
District  are  limited.  Housing  as  elsewhere,  has  been  concentrated 
on  the  elderly  and  the  improvement  by  grant-aid  of  existing 
dwellings.  This  is  in  keeping  with  current  needs  for  housing  and 
the  avoid  ance  of  any  encroachment  on,  agricultural  land  that  is  not 
essential.  Modern  pesticides  have  increased  agricultural  output  but 
cannot  keep  pace:  with  the  greatest  pest  of  all  - mankind.  Even  here, 
though,  at  Government  and  County  levels,  efforts  are  being  made  to 
persuade  the  community  that  with  the  minute  losd  of  child  life,  no 
more  than  two  children  are  usually  desirable  and  advice  and 
equipment  are  being  made  readily  available  to  assist  those  who  do 
wish  to  restrict  their  families.  Much  more  remains  to  be  done  in  t&s, 
this  field,  and  as  in  every  other  service  in  a Rural  District, 
distance  is  an  obstacle.  Nevertheless,  thought  is  being  given  to 
providing  special  transport  to  clinics  where  this  is.  necessary  and 
to  domiciliary  service  where  that  is  more  appropriate.  At  present, 
the  only  Family  planning  Association  ..clinic, in  the  area  is  in  the 
Homcastle  Health  Centre  and  a big  increase  in  the  number  of 
sessions  is  planned. 

As  more  staff  is  trained,  however, ’ it  is  anticipated,  that 
small  clinics  will  be  ma.de  available  much  more  widely. 

Changes  are  occurring  in  the  pattern  of  active  prevention 
of  disease*  "Vaccination  against  small-pox  is  now  of  limited 
importance  - limited,  in  fact,  to  those  who  are  occupationally  at 
risk.  At  the  same  time  as  other  causes  of  destruction  or  gross 
damage  to  infants  decline,  the  public  have  whole-heartedly  accepted 
a vaccination  policy  to  stamp  out  the  hazard  of  german  measles  in 
pregnancy. 
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There  appears,  to  be  none  of  the  ambivalance  of  attitude 
either  among  doctors  or  public  that  has  prevented  the  campaign 
against  ordinary  measles  from  going  ’like  a bomb*.  There  is  an 
illusion  that  measles  is  harmless  yet,  in  fact,  it  is  now  one 
of  the  commoner  killers  of  children,  causes  mental  deterioration 
and  deafness  in  others.  It  low  causes  as  much  damage  to  child 
life. as  the  other  infections  put  together.  A spacious  argument 
against  immunization  was  that  it  would  not  be  effective  for  life 
and  that  the  disease  in  adult  life  would  be  more  serious,  yet 
where  this  very  argument  might  be  true  - in  Rubella  - it  has  not 
even  been  whispered. 

With  the  considerable  displacement  of  butcher's  meat  by 
poultry  because  of  cost,  it  is  well  to  realise  that  a very  high 
proportion  of  poultry  are  infected  with  food-poisoning  organisms. 
These  are  destroyed  quite  effectively  by  cooking  but  the 
housewife  should  be  aware  that  any  surface,  implement  or 
utensil  touched  by  the  raw  bird  is  potentially  a source  of 
infection.  In  practice  quite  simple  cleansing,  using  domestic 
bleach  works  well  for  the  number  of  germs  needed  to  cause 
infection  is  large,  but  little  fingers  in  the  kitchen  are  at 
risk.  This  is  not  to  decry  the,  increased  use  of  poultry  which 
is  a necessity  but  merely  to  emphasize  the  need  to  treat  it 
properly  - another  example  of  the  saying  that  the  animal  most 
dangerous  to  man  is  man  i The  germs  are  only  a hazard  when 
combined  with  carelessness. 

The  quick  production  of  food  from  poultry  and  other 
intensively  kept  animals  is  posing  considerable  problems  in 
disposing  of  waste.  In  .the  traditional  way  of  farming, 
manure  was  exposed  to  the  air  in  small  lots,,  whilst  fresh, 
and  much  of  the  formentable,  off ence -causing  materials  were 
leached  out  by  rain  or  oxidised  a little  at  a time.  Present 
practice  is  to  gather  up  droppings  into  a septic  tank  and, 
after  anaerobic  decomposition  - a process  rigorously  avoided 
in  sewage  works  practice  - it  is  spread  on  the  land  in  a 
massive  dose,  at  the  time  causing  a severe  but  short-lived 
smell  nuisance.  The  whole  process  is  quite  different  from 
the  manuring  of  pasture  by  grazing  animals  - though  this  too, 
has  occasioned  smell  nuisance,  and  is  more  akin  to  the 
spring-time  spreading  of  solid  manure  which,  however  is 
restricted  to  a short  period  in  the  cold  and  windy  part  of 
the  year. 

All  methods  of  intensive  husbandry  aim  to  reduce  cost 
and  high  density  human  occupation  is  only  practical  where 
immediate  removal  of  waste  is  practiced.  The  price  is  high  in 
money  and  resources,  but  if  high  density  animal  rearing  occurs 
in  proximity  to  human  habitation  then  similar  measures  seem 
necessary.  The  cost  of  sewage  works  to  treat  the  extra  load 
could  be  fantastic.  A similar,  though  less  intense  problem  is 
posed  by  the  large  number  Of  domestic  septic  tanks.  The  sludge 
is  extremely  offensive  and  elaborate  precautions  are  taken 
in  removing  it,  to  avoid  nuisance  locally,  but  the  material 
still  has  to  be  disposed  of  and  this  is  technically  difficult. 
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It  can  be  sprayed  on  suitable  land  when  the  season  and  weather  are 
right,  or  fed  into  major  sewage  works  in  small,  controlled  doses. 
Serious  breakdowns  of  the  biochemical  working  of  the  plant 
result  if  too  much  sludgegoes  in  too  quickly  and  recovery  may 
take  weeks,  during  which  time  the  Authority  could  be  at  risk  of 
heavy  penalties  for  pollution.  Similar  trouble  can  result  when  a 
blockage  occurs  in  a sewer,  unless  'it  is  promptly  found  and 
remedied  for  within  hours  the  sewer  becomes  a septic  tank. 

. Systems  in  flat  areas,  relying  on  minimal  falls  and  on 
pumping 'are  especially  vulnerable  and  need  more  staff  to  maintain 
adequate  service,  I have  long  thought  of  the  problem  of 
maintaining  communications  with  staff  working  away  from  base. 
Almost  every  other  undertaking  has  abandoned  the  Post  Office 
telephone  as  too  cumbersome  and  unreliable  and  has  adopted  y.H.  P. 
radio.  No  doubt  the  new  style  District  Council's  will  do  the 
sane,  but  the  short  term  answer  is  more  man-power  and  mobility. 
Expensive  but  inevitable. 

The  explosion  of  public  and  professional  opinion  against 
the  proposal  to  emasculate  Lincolnshire,  and  the  demands  of 
Common  Market  Legislation  may  well  delay  the  reorganisation  of 
Local  Government  for  some  time.  . 

May  I conclude  by  thanking  you.  Sir,  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  officers  and  manual  workers  who  have  all  helped 
me  unfailingly  during  the  year.  ,
